USED WITH GREAT FACILITY BY MR. DORSEY. 

D. C., Feb. 8.—[Special.]—Ex- 
| Senator Stephen W. Dorsey has been in town 
for a week or more advising with his friend 
and attorney, Col. R. G. Ingersoll, about his 
big lawsuit in New Mexico. This legal diffii- 
culty involves a half-interest in his cattle ranch, 
which he values at a trifle over $1,400,000, and, as 
might be expected, he has given it his undivid- 
ed attention. He has received few callers, al- 
though an almost continuous procession has 
been knocking at his door or standing in the 
narrow hallway at Welcker’s, while the 
heavy-footed waiters have tramped up-stairs 
and pack with their cards. Mr. Dorsey's 
general health seems to be good. The expe- 
rieuce of the last three years has made him a 
bit cynical, though not sullen and morose, and 
when talking of some of his old-time intimates 
and associates he uses language with a force 
and vigor that would make his conversations 
readable if he would permit them to be printed. 

DID SALISBURY BUY HIS WAY OUT? 

They talk about Dorsey’s revelations,’’ he

THE JACKSON MYSTERY. 


| Attempt to Assasinate Detective 
Brown Near the Village of 


Jagxsow, Mich., Feb. 
third chapter in the great Crouch tragedy 
opened at 8 o’clogk this evening in an attempt - 
ed assasination of Detective Brown, of Jones- 
ville, who has been employed on the case for 


-about two months. Brown has been persistent 


in his investigation in the neighborhood of the 
Crouch homestead, and after spending to- 
day in that vicinity be left this 
evening to walk over to Horton, three 
miles distant from there and eleven 
from Jackson. When about a mile and a half 
from the village he was met by two men in a 
Single carriage. He stepped off the road for 
them to pass, when one asked him if bis name 
was.Detective Brown. 
A DEADLY WOUND. 

Brown said * Yes,” when the fellow pulled a 
revolver and fired. The ball entered Brown's 
left breast three inches above the heart. He 
fell prostrate in the snow, and the villains 
whipped up their borse and drove rapidly toward 
Jackson. After regaining consciousness Brown 
tried to walk to Horton, but fainted after go- 
ing afew rods. He was found by two men 
named Goldsmith and Younger, who carried him 
to the nearest hotel. His wound is pronounced 
dangerous, but not fatal. Brown said the 
ruffians drove a white-faced horse. One wore 
a dark and the other a gray overcoat, while 
both wore Scotch caps. One was a short, thick- 
set fellow. He says the small fellow looked 
like Judd Crouch, but of course it was too dark 
tg identify any one. 

- AN ACCOUNT. 
7 this evening Detective Brown, of Jonesville, 
who has been engaged on the Crouch murder 
case for some time and has been operating in 
the neighborhood of the Crouch farm, was shot 
while returning to the Village of Horton. He 
was walking lesurely along about one and a 
half miles north of the village when he met 
two men in a buggy. 
THE SHOT. 

They stopped and asked him if his name was 
Brown. He replying in the affirmative, one of 
the occupants of the buggy placed a revolver 
to Brown's breast and fired, the ball entering 
not far from the heart and lodging near the 
shoulder-biade. Brown fell and the men 


young men from this city happened to be go- 
ing toward Horton in a buggy.and conveyed 
the detective to that place, where he was prop- 
erly cared for, and although the wound is a se- 
vere one it is thought it will not prove fatal.

Wasurgrom, D.C., Feb. &-—he Secretary at 
State has transmitted to the House copies of all 


the correspondence on file in the State Depart- 
ment in relation to the arrest at Lods, in Russian 
Poland, of Reinhard Wagner, a citizen of the 
United States. The correspondence shows that 
the State Department was notified of the com- 
plaint made by Wagner that on returning to 
his native country he had been arrested and 
his passport seized. The department took im- 
mediate steps to ascertain the truth of the re- 
port, and found that the Governor of Petrokow 
claimed Wagner was a Russian subject, al- 
though having an American passport. 

Secretary Frelinghuysen in a letter to Minis- 
ter Hunt refers to the story that Wagner had 
been exiled, and says: “This Government 
cannot believe that a Government which, like 
that of Russia, has lost no opportunity of culti-

In the last letter of the gorrespondence Secre- 
tary Frelinghuysen calls attention of Minis- 
ter Hunt to the statement made by the Gov- 
ernor of Petrokow in a communication about 
Wagner in which he says: “The American 
passport with which he was provided was taken 
away from him, as in his quahty as a Russian

Government will never admit claim of local 
or general officers of a foreign Government to 
decide that the bona fide holder of an Ameri- 
can passport has no right thereto.

SIR EDWARD 

* HIS DEATH. 

Loxpox, Feb. 8.—Edward Mortimer Archi- 
bald, for many years British Consul-General at 
New York, is dead. 

[Sir Edward Mortimer Archibald, C. B., K. C. M. 
G., was born in Truro, Nova Scotia, May 10, 1810. 
He read law with his father, an eminent Colonial 
jurist, and entered the British service as Register 
of the Supreme Court of Nova Scotia when 
only 22 years old. Subsequently he became 
Registrar and Clerk to the local Legislature, and 
then in succession Attorney-General. Advocate- 
General, and Judge of the Supreme Court. While 
holding these offices he took part in several impor- 


tant commissions, notably the one which nego- 
tiated the French fishery treaty. He retired from 
the office of Supreme Court Judge in 1855. The en- 
listment of soldiergin this country forthe Crimean 
war, and Mr. Marcy’s remonstrance, led to the 
withdrawal of the British Minister at Wash- 
ington, Sir John Crampton, and the retirement 


ot Mr. Barclay, the British Consul in New York, 
| Oct. 1, 1857. Judge Archibald was appointed to 


succeed Mr. Barciay, and Feb. 9, 1871, he was pro- 
moted to the Consul-Generalship. His dis- 
trict included the States of New 
New Jersey, Connecticut, 
and Delaware. During the Civil War and 
the Fenian excitement, Judge Arcitibald’s duties 
were often more of a diplomatic than a commercial 
nature, and the success which attended the per- 
formance of those duties won for him high praise, 
both from the Home Government and leading men 
in this country. 

At the close of the War he was made a Com- 
panion of ths Order of the Bath. He assisted under 
Sir Edward Thornton in the payment of the Geneva 
n in one 
instance $15,000,000 in checks. A curious 
fact in connection with this trip 
was that the train upon which the 
Consul-General was traveling broke down, and as 
the time for the pay tof the award had nearly 
expired, the British Government came very near 
being declared a defaulter. During the War, 
when the mixed court was estab- 
lished for the suppression of the 
slave trade, Judge Archibald was made one 


‘of the Judges. During his residence in New York 


he on two oecasions entertained English Princes. 
The Urst was in 1860, when the Prince of Wales 
visited this country, and the second in 1870, upon 

visit of the Duke of Connaught. 
In 1880 Sir Hd ward was entitled to 
retire upon a penston, he having attained the age 
of 70 years, but an exception was made in his favor 
by Lord Salisbury, and he was permitted to retain 
the office. In 1882 he went to England, where he 
received the order of St. Michael and St. George 
anda pension of £1,500 a year. He resigned his 
office about that time, and never returned, to this 
country.]

In accordance with previous announcements, 


Parnell moved in the Commons today an 


amendment to the address in reply to the 
Queen’s speech. The amendment severely 
condemns the policy of the Government in Ire- 
land, asserting that it has failed to tranquilize 
the people; has wantonly prohibited public 
meetings and interfered with the freedom of 
speech, and bas permitted magistrates publicly 
to applaud the conduct of Lord Rossmore, who 
had been superseded as a Justice of 
the Peace for disturbing public order 
and inciting fll-will and strife between different 
classes in Ireland. 1 amendment furtner 
demands an immediate abandonment of the 
policy of stimulating state emigration of the 
Irish. In the course of the remarks with which 
he accompanied his motion, Parnell asserted 
that the recent visit of Northcote to Ireland 
had been the exciting cause of civil disturb- 
ance. The Orange outrages were, in his opin- 
ion, a grave misforiune to the Conservatives, 
whom Northcote had dragged at the heels of a 
discredited Irish faction.

Books would be published in three- 
volume editions and at high prices, as in 
England. Domestic copyright has this dis- 
advantage, as was seen in the case of Pres- 
eott’s works, which were published in ex- 
pensive editions and at high prices.

Those American authors who advocate this 
international copyright on the low ground 
that they want protection from the competi- 
tion of foreign authors are deceiving them- 
selves as to the help any such law would give 
them.

The State Central Committee at its meeting 
at the Grand Pacific next Tuesday will be con-

the State conventions, or by subdivisions of the 
State conventions into district conventions; and 
such delegstes shall be chosen in the latter method 
if not elected previous to the meeting of the State 
conventions. All district delegates shall be ac- 
credited by the officers of such district conventions. 
. HOW TO EXERCISE THE “ OPTION.” 
“The point in controversy 1s, Who is to decide 
upon and call the district conventions? The 
„Republicans of a district is a rather uncer- 


tain term. Two persons in a district or 200 
micht assume that it meant them. Having the 
option of holding district conventions in the

AN OVERWORKED COURT. 


A Tremendous Amount of Business 
Piled Up Before One Judge in Da- 
kota and Indictments Still Being 
Found, 

Farco, Dak., Feb. 8.—[Special.])—For two 
months court has been in session in this city, 
and it seems as if business was but just com- 
menced. The Third Judicial District embraces 
the whole of Dakota north of the forty-sixth 
parallel, and all of the business has to be trans- 
acted by one Judge, Sanford A. Hudson being 
the present incumbent. On the civil caleridar 
of the District Court there wére 157 cases at 
the opening of court; only twenty-seven of 
these have been disposed of as yet, and many 
remaining on the calendar are of much import- 
ance. The criminal calendar is now oceupying | 
the attention of the court, and there are some 
forty-five prisoners in jail awaiting trial. Fargo 
being on the boundary between Minnesota and 
Dakota and so near Manitoba that a great many 
criminals are caught here, and this adds great- 
ly to what would’ be simply the local business. 
The grand jury ot the District Court are still at 
work and have found bills against many who 
are not in jail. The United States grand jury 
has been in session for three weeks and has al- 
ready reported some sixty indictments, and the 
foreman states that they have a week's work 
still before them. The civil calendar of the 
United States court contains nearly 100 cases, 
and all of this United States litigation, as well 
as that in the District Court, must come before 
Judge Hudson and be disposed of by him. This 
will show how far bebind litigation of ali kinds, 
no matter how important it may be, must fall. 

In the United States Courts civil actions 
have been commenced against all who have in 
any manner cultivated school sections. For 
years these cases have come up regularly, but 
nothing decisive has been done. The persons 
who are occupying the land are, as a rule, 
wealthy old settlers, and they claim that their 
cultivation is increasing the value of the land 
instead of injuring it, and that they are willing 
to pay a rental for the soil cultivated. An ef-

Books on Shakspeare. 

A new departure has lately been taken in 
Shakspearean literature. Instead of devoting 
their time to minute and barren textual criti- 
cism and conjectures, recent writers have been 
engaged in the far more interesting and 
productive labor of illustrating the plant-lore, 
folk-lore, fairy mythology, weather-lore, or- 
nithology, devil-lore, and insect-lore of the 
great poet. Among these works The Folk- 
Lore of Shakspeare, by the Rev. T. F. T. Dyer, 
has just been republished here by the Harpers. 
It is hardly a work to criticise, as it does not 
profess to be more than a compilation from 
other sources. But it is an interesting and 
valuable contribution to Shakspearean litera- 
ture. The subjects of fairies, witches, birds, 
plants, rings, sports, to., are treat- 
ed of in successive chapters; and the 
allusions thereto in Shakspeare’s dramas 
explained. The work is a sort of cyclopedia 
for occasional consultation ratber than an es- 
say to be read in course, and it is oftentimes 
deficient where information is most desired. 
Take, for instance, the chapter on Proverbs. 
The author is content simply to give the 
numerous old saws found in the poet’s dramas, 
without attempting any explanation of their 
origin. Of course, this is not possible in many, 
perhaps a majority of, instances; butin other 
ehapters—such as those on fairies, witches, 
animais—much more might have deen 
done in this respect, and the value of the work 
would have been greatly increased.

Tennyson’s In Memoriam.“ 

The question which this study seems to pre- 
sent to the reader for answer is, whether Mr. 
Genung is a better and more satisfactory in- 
terpreter of Mr. Tennyson than Mr. Tennyson 
is of himself. For ourselves we have no besi- 
tation in giving our answer in favor of the 


poet and against the essayist whose exposition 
of the purpose and structure of “In 
Memoriam fills a volume of 200 pages. It is 
perhaps well cnough to say of the poem as a 
whole, as this writer does, that “It 
is a series ot meditauons on love, and 
death, and immortality’; but we should 
rather say of it that its two great, leading 
‘truths are faith out of doubt and 
life out of death. It may be well enough. 
moreover, to analyze the poem as a work of 
art—to separate and describe, much like a 
demonstrator in anatomy, its several parts, as 
* prolog, introductory stage, first cycle, second 
cycle, third cycle, epilog —Which Mr. Genung 
does; but most persons, we imagine, will still 
hold the poem dear, not for these things, but 
for its deeper, its spiritual beauties. Those 

who have sorrowed and those who have doubt- 
ed will find in their own experiences vastly 
greater help from the poet himself than they 
will from his interpreter. 

The song was made to be sung in the night, 

And he who reads it in broad daylight 

Will never read its mystery aright; 

And yet it is childlike easy. 

As the charm of this poem consists in its de- 
scriptions of the experierves of sorrow and 
doubt which a cultivated mind has passed 
through in its efforts to attaln a higher faith, 
so that charm will be most felt, not by those 
who accept some such gnide as the author of 
this study claims to be, but by those who find 
their own experiences described in the poem 
itself. and who see their own sorrows and 
doubts reflected in the heart of the poet. 

And yet Mr. Genung writes weil and says 
much which is interesting and instructive. We 
object not so much to the manner in which he 
has discharged his task as to nis essaying such 
a task at all.

Anti-Slavery Apostles. 

It is well on towards fifty years since Parker 
Pillsbury entered public life as an evangelist of 
Abolitionism; and the volume of recollections 
of the anti-slavery agitation which he now pub- 
lishes under the title of Acts of the Anti- 
Slavery Aposties bears all the marks of that 
personality which, even in the first years of his 
work, made him so obnoxious, we believe, to 
the great mass of his countrymen. Inordinate 
conceit crops out on every page of the book; 
‘uncompromising dogmatism meets the reader 
in every chapter. He is no more able than ever 
to show the suaviter in modo, whether or not 
he displays the tortiter in re. To take him at 
bis own estimate must lead one to hold that he 
and the few who went about with him, striv- 
ing to inculcate the truth they un- 
doubtedly professed and felt, and which we in 
these days must believe, if we have not always 
believed, to be as absolute as they then felt 
and declared it to be, were the only good and 
true men, the only Christians in very deed, 
throughout the length and breadth of the land. 

Yet this laudation of the so-called Anti- 
Slavery Aposties by one not at all the most 
influential of their number can hardly fail to 
create the same repugnance towards the whole 
body, in the mind of the reader now, that the 


acts and sayings—more from the manner and 


way of doing and saying than from the words 
and acts themselves—but too often created in 
the minds of those who witnessed those acts 


and listened to those words at the time when 


said and done. 

And yet Mr. Pilisbury’s book undoubtedly 
proves his case. It shows up in vivid colors 
the cowardly backwardness of the churches 
and clergy of New England in dealing with the 
frightful crime of human slavery. It paints 
with truth the vileness of slavery in this land 
of ours. It absolutely annihilates the claims 
which the author in his preface says are now 
so. unblushingly made by Leonard Woolsey 
Bacon and others, that the church and her 
ministers deserve the credit of doing away 
with the hideous wrong, and were only hin- 
dered and delayed ther@in by the little band 
of Abolitionists of whom Garrison was the 
wisest, greatest, and best. And, under all its 
self-conceit, it creates a thorough admiration 
for the bravery and pluck of that devoted 


band of anti-slavery lecturers who constantly | 


courted prosecution, mobbing, violence, fine, 
and imprisonment, to say nothing of misrepre- 
sentation, calumny, and écoffing, for the sake 
of preaching the truth as they saw it and felt 
it, and as we all now gladly admit it to be and 
always to have been. 

Nothing we remember to have read since the 
Key to Uncle Tom's Cabin better exhib- 
its in all its vileness, brutality, and wicked 
cruelty the institution of negro siavery in 
this country than the chapters in this volume 
on * Slavery as It Was and on The Acts of 
the Pro-Slavery Apostles ’’; and, like the Key 
to Uncle Tom's Cabin.“ they make the show- 
ing outof the vers utterances and acts of the 
advoeates and apologists for the crime. 

But we cannot join Mr. Pillsbury when he 
claims that be and his fassociates were right in 
interrupting regular religious services unin- 
vited or when requested to desist: and we 


must think the-treatment he and they then 


generaily received was not unnatural or en- 
tirely inexcusable, as he persistently declares. 
We may still admire the hardihood which led 
these evangelists of Abolitionism constantly 
and repeatedly to transgress, and then to suffer 
80 patiently the fines and imprisonment im- 
posed upon them; but we cannot give to such 
acts our Pome approval, or blindly regard them 
as right’ and proper to be imitated. Free 


speech is one thing; but such attempts to ex- 


ercise free speech are never to be advocated, 
and ought only to be excused in a lunatic—not 
tolerated even in him. 

On page is given an amusing account of 
the attempt of Thomas P. Beach to interrupt 
the silence of a Quaker meeting at Lynn with 
his spoken testimony against the sin of slavery, 
and the uproar that ensued among the wor- 
shipers, whom, Pillsbury says, The Spirit 
seemed to move with great violence.“ Beach 
was thrown into Newburyport jail for his indis- 


This was in the year 1842. A little less than 
two centuries before, the first Quakers of New 
England were, if we remember history cor- 
rectly, trying to promulgate their views of 
truth, and being treated by the New 
Puritans very much in the same way. Truly, 
circumstances alter cases. 

As a contribution to the history of the coun- 
try,and of the anti-slavery agitation in New 
England especially, Mr. Pillsbury’s book will be 
of interest to all historical students, His tone 
is too bitter and unforgiving, and his laudation 
of the anti-slavery advocates, including him- 
self, too pronounced. But the facts he gives 
redeem his book, and make it, we think, well- 
nigh unassailable, except as to the style. 

To us who have always been advocates of 
the truth as he strove to teach it, it is enough 
that that truth prevailed, and that our eyes be- 
held the glory of the coming of the Lord; and 
we are willing to forgive the errors of those 
who withstood its onward march, and even feel 
careless, except for the sake of historical accu- 
racy, which will sooner or later be known and 
recognized, if the present church and clergy of 
the country do try to arrogate to themselves a 
credit they do not deserve for ridding the land 
of the curse of slavery. (Acts of the Anti-

Sla A Parker Pillsbury. 
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An Ethical Symposium. 

In February, 1882, the Medical Society of the 
State of New York adopted a Revised Code of 
Medical Ethics, which presented in language a 
trifle more terse the salient points of the old 


code of 1848, with the exception that members 


be allowed thereafter to consult in all cases with 
legally-qualified practitioners. The majority 


believed that emergencies might arise in 


which all restriction should, in the judg- 
ment of the practitioner, yield to 
the demands of humanity. To this 
the opponents in New York and other States 
strenuously objected, and declared the revis- 
ion a “ disgraceful act,” in violation of a cus- 


tom approved by the wisdom of years. 80 


strong was this antagonistic feeling that dele- 
gates from the New York Society were refused 
admission to the next annual meeting of the 
American Medical Association, and later a 
volume appeared from the pen of the President 
of that dssociation upholding the oid code, 
and advising its re®¢nactment in that State. 
Now we are presented with another book, 
under the titie of “An Ethical Symposium,’ 


the New Code 
Ranks, showing why they believe the revision 
will best serve the interests of the profession 
and the community, and making clear the mo- 
tives which have induced a large number of 
medical men to dissent from some of the rules 
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which have hitherto controlled and 
in intércourse with each 
public. 

To the public at large, which the. profess 
is in duty bound to serve, medical ethics — 
but the application to speciai cases of the gen- 
eral rules of morality, and ought, therefore, to 
agree with the universal system of ethics gov- 
erning all intercourse of mankind. Any med- 
ical socicty enacting a rule, professedly * eth- 
al, which torbids its members to consult 
with legally qualified practitioners belonging to 
another society, even if an emergency arises 
in which the demands of humanity require it, 
is itseit opposed to the great rules of morality 
and public policy, and subject to the c ism 
of all fair-minded people. The present vol- 
ume sets forth this side of the question in a 
clear and logical manner, and Ought to be read 
by every physician, be he for Or against the 
code.

But a 
banker, or a merchant, or manufacturer 
who wrote a novel would not on that account 
surely be held in less esteem by his custom- 
ers. It cannot be that the au himself 
is one of the ** bread-winners,” and iq afraid of 
‘giving himself away to the rest of the gang. 
It is just possible, however, that the much- 
talked-of story was written by a professional 
critic, who, as he gains his livelihood by pass- 
ing judgment upon other men’s work, does not 
wish to be known as a producer of the same 
kind of work by his colaborers. In that case 
he is indeed a remarkable man, for your critic, 
from the days of Samuel Crisp and Mr. Puff, 
has rarely hesitated to put forth bis own wares 


in the intervals of damning other men’s.— New

A. M. Garland on the Australasian 
Convention and the Great 


Work It Accomplished. 


Full Text of the Federal Council Bill, 
Which Was Unanimously . 
Adopted. 


A Document Which Will in Future Affect 
the Governing Power. 


Sypney, N. 8. W., Jan. 2.—{Special Corre- 
spondence./—The Australasian Convention, of 
which mention was made in my last letter, and 
which for the time forms the principal topic of 
interest throughout the colonies, concluded its 
sitting Saturday, Dec. 8, 1883, and, after the 
banqueting that seems inseparable from every 
occasion whereon any number of prominent 
men are gathered together, the members of tho 
convention betook themselves to their colonial 
homes. The delegates from Victoria, Tasma- 
nia, South Australia, and New Zealand at once 
left Sydney on special train for Melbourne, 
where, as the guests of Mr. Service, Premier 
of Victoria, they were again put through the 
banqueting process. These feasting occasions 
served the purpose of bridging over such 


chasms of difference as were theretofore found 


separating the views of delegates—the 
leave-taking being profusely interlarded With 
protestions of eternal friendship and unfalter- 
ing confidence. 

At this time but one of the Colonial Pariia- 
ments (that of New South Wales) is in session, 
so that anything approaching general action 
upon the work of the convention is necessarily 
deferred. From the tone of the press, since the 
Council bill has been announced, and such in- 
dividual expressions as I have been able to get, 
there seems no reason for doubting the almost 
unan imous. acceptance of the work of the con- 
vention as expressive of the sense of the peo- 
ple. There is also reason for the belief 
that the eyes of the British Ministry have been 
somewhat opened by events on this side of the 
globe, and that the necessity for a fulier of- 
ficial knowledge of the wants and desires of the 
people of Australasia will find a better recogni- 
uon in Downing street than that locality has 
hitherto been credited with. | 

THE FEDERAG COUNCIL BILL. 

The following is a copy of the Federal Coun- 
cil Dill as officially promulgated. Its unanimous 
adoption is believed here to mark an epoch in 
the history of these colonies no less important 
than wasthe early action of the American 
colonies when they first began to chafe under 
the chains by which they found themselves 
hampered: 

WHEREAS, It is expedient to constitute a federal 
council of Australasia for the purpose of dealing 
with such matters of common Australasian interest 
in respect to which united action is destruble as can 
be dealt with without unduly interfering with the 
management of the internal affairs of the several 
colonies by their respective Legislatures: Be it 
enacted by the Queen's Most Excellent Majesty,

8. The Council shall be summoned and prorogued 
by the Governor of the colony in which the session 
shall be held; and shall be summoned and pro- 
rogued by proclamation, published in the Govern- 
ment Gazette of each of the colonies; and shall 
meet at such time and at such place as shall be 
named in the proclamation. 

9. The Governor of each colony shall from time 
to time transmit to the Governors of the other 
colonies the names of the members appointed to 
represent the colony of which he is Governor. 

10. Notwithstanding any vacancy in the -epre- 
sentation of any colony, the Council shall be com- 
petent to proceed to the dispatch of business, and 
to exercise the authority hereby conferred upon it. 

11. At the request of the Governors of any three 
of the colonies a special session of the Council 
shall be summoned to deal with such special mat- 
ters as may be mentioned in the proclamation con- 
yening it. Until the Council shall make other pro- 
vision in that behalf, any such special session shall 
be summoned by the Governorof Tasmania, and 
shall be held at Hobart. ~ 

12. The Council shall in each session elect one of 
its members to be President. 

13. The presence of a majority of the whole num- 
ber of members of the Council for the time being, 
representing a majority of the colonies with re- 
spect to which this act is in operation, shall be 
necessary to constitue a quorum for the dispatch 
of business, and all questions which shall arise in 
the Council shall be decided by the votes of a ma- 
jority of the members present, including the Presi- 


0 member of the Council shall sit or vote

vided, that every member authorized by the law of

15. Saving her Majesty’s prerogative, and subject

(g) The custody of offenders on board of ships be- 
longing to her Majesty's Colonial Governments 
beyond territorial limits. 

(h) Such of the following matters as may be re- 
ferred to the council by the Legislatures of any 
two or more colonies, that is to say—generail de- 
fenses, quarantine, patents of invention and dis-

Reform in Management of Fairs. 

A number of earnest writers are working to 
change agricultural fairs from the harvest- 
field for swindlers and drunkardmakers, which 
they have in so many cases become, into insti- 
tutions having for their chief aim the real 
good of the agricultural interests. It is to be 
hoped that so worthy a work will meet with un- 
bounded success. In the hope of making both 
ends meet, agricultural associations, including 
State Boards of Agriculture, have tod often 
made of the fairs they managed a means for 
gathering together prey to be robbed by confi- 
dence operators and other swindlers. Fortu- 
nately it can be shown from experience that 
agricultural fairs can be made to pay expenses 
without resorting to the by no means question- 
able expedient of licensing plunderers to ply 
their evil arts under the sanction of the 
ment.

But, in justice to a hard-worked and most de- 
serving ¢iass of men, it should be said that, in 
too many cases, if not in all, managers of fairs 
have a by no means profitable or agreeable task 
when they try to create and sustain interest 
enough in the minds of the people to make a fair 
successful, financially and otherwise. Many a 
fair has left us managers with a deficit to 
make up out of their own pockets; they have 
as a rule found it extremely difficult to induce 
farmers and townspeople to give any consider- 
able aid in discharging such a debt, even in 
2 where a liberal support can be obtained 

or a fair which is to be held. Managers may 
have done badly in licensing gambling, the 
sale of liquors, and other vicious practices on 
their grounds, but has there been, after all, no 
excuse for their so doing? It is to be hoped 
that, now that public opinion has been so 
strongly expressed, that there will be a radical 
change inthis matter, and that hereafter no 
manager of an agricultural fair will be found 
daring enough to sanction the admission to the 
fair-grounds of any of the swindlers who have 
under the wing of agricultural societies preyed 
upon the public so long. 


Draining. 

In his new bock, Farm and Garden Topics,” 
Peter Henderson says of drainage: This is 
one of the most important operations in horti- 
culture. No matter how fertile the normal 
condition of the soil; no matter how abun- 
dantly it is fertilized; no matter how carefully 
and thoroughly it is tilled, if water remain in it | 
at the depth to which roots penetrate all labor 
will be in vain; for no satisfactory result can 
ever be obtained until the water is drained off. 
The subject is one of such importance that we 
cannot give it full attention here. . Soils 
having a gravely or sandy subsoil ten or twen- 
ty inches below the top soil do not usually need 
draining, but in all soils underlaid by clay or 
hard-pan draining is indispensable, unless in 
cases where there is a slope of two or three 
feet in a hundred; and even in such cases 
drainage is beneficial if the subsoil is clay. 

In soils having a clay or hard-pan sub-soil 
drains should be made three feet deep, and not 
more than twenty feet apart. If sto are 

enty they may be profitably used to fill the 

rains, say to a depth of twelve or fifteen 
inches, placed so as to form a‘ rubbie’’ drain 
if the stones are round, or built with an orifice 
at the bottom if the stones are flat. In either 
case care must be taken to cover the stones 
carefully with inverted sods or some material 
that will prevent the soil being washed through 
the stones and choking up the drain. Of 
eourse in draining the greater the fall that can 
be got the better, though, if the grading is care- 
fully done by a competent engineer, a very 
slight fall will suffice. Some of the trunk or 
main sewers in our cities have a grade of only 
one foot in a thousand. 


Seed Potatoes.

The subject is an important 
one, and has within the last year or two been 
made a matter of experiment. In Germany 
Lydecker has directea his attention especially 
to the value of the eyes on different parts of the 
tuber, and the depth of planting upon the quan- 
tity of the crop. He finds that the end eyes are 
more prolific than the side ones; and that a bet- 
ter crop is secured by shallow than 
by deep planting. Woolny experimented 
with potatoes that were uncut, those cut in the 
direction of the long diameter through the 
centre, and those cut through the short diam- 
eter, and his crops showed that uncut potatoes 
furnish the best seed, while of the parts of cut 
potatoes the pointed ends were more ‘prolific 
than the other halves of the tubers. He found 
also that the pointed ends gave larger tubers 
than the medium-sized whole potatoes. Except 
to increase the seed, therefore, it is better, in 
view of the quantity and quality of the crop, 
to plant whole uncut potatoes. On the other 
hand, Forbisch finds that there is a limit to the 
weight or size of the to be used ior 
seed, but he does not state what this limit may

Lack of Protection for American 
Cattle Interests. 

In several foreign countries, from which 
breeding animals are brought to the United 
States, contagious diseases of animals have 
been almost continuously prevalent for many 


years, lessening the profits of stock-owners and 
adding to the burdens of consumers by in- 
creasing the cost of food. Some idea of the 
cost of one single item of the list may be 
gained from the fact that in Berlin alone 141 
persons are employed for the inspection of 
meats. This inspection is, of course, 
caused by the existence of diseases 
which make unfit for food the flesh 
ot domestic animals sent ‘to Berlin for 
a market. In the quarter year ended in 
tember last 710 cattle, two calves, and 
swine were condemned on account of tuber- 
culosis; 252 hogs were emned because of 
“ measles ; and fifty-six swine as being af- 
fected by trichine. 

Holland has long suffered contagious 
diseases of animals; yet from country 
cargoes of dairy cows are arriving. In Great 
Britain contagious pleuro-pne ia and foot- 
and-mouth disease have caused. enormous 
losses; yet importations of cattle from that 
country are coming almost constantly to these 
shores. Several times these diseases have ap- 
peared in America, the direct cause having been 
in instance found in importations 
from foreign lands. Pleuro-pneumonia 
has beyond the shadow of a doubt diminished 
the income of producers of beef cattle in the 
United States, especially of those of the West, 
although not a single case of pleuro-pneumonia 
has ever been found west of the Allerhe nies. 

Experience has shown that a period of three 
months of quarantine is not enough to insure 
immunity from attacks of this disease; but 
even that too short period is more than is real- 
ly required by the Treasury Department, since 
it begins when the vessel leaves the other side 
ofthe Atlantic. Short as it is, even this quar- 
antine has been evaded with perfect immunity 
by those who had courage to trick the officers 
who should have stopped their cattle at the 
port of entry. May it not be well for the stoqk- 
man to ask whether it is not due to the great 
beef-producing and the dairying interests that 
more effective measures be adopted for the pro- 
tection of his interests? 


Eastern Papers Against American 
Stockmen. 

There is something peculiar in the position 
taken by someof the agricultural papers of the 
Bast upon the question of protection for Amer- 
ican live-stock from contagious diseases. They 
sneer at the efforts of Western stockmen to se- 
cure such measure of protection for cattle 
against the danger of contagious diseases, and 
declare that the assertions of those who seek to 
arouse the public to the danger which exists 
are those of alarmists. Some go even further 
and charge that the purpose of these people, 
who were fairly represented by, the gathering 
held in Chicago in November last, is to make

They object to 
uny appropriation by the General Government 
for the purpose of controlling the importation 
of cattle, and yet they know that for almost 
half a century certain Atlantic States have per- 
mitted the continued existence in their juris- 
“diction of a disbase which but for our fortu- 
nate circumstances would have brought disas- 
ter on the cattle interests of the whole country. 


Better Beef and Mutton. 

At last there seems to be reason for hoping 
that breeders of beeves and sheep will turn 
from the aims and ways of breeders ot pork- 
ers, and, instead of striving to produce the 
greatest quantity of fat, will aim to place be- 
fore the meat-eating public the greatest possi- 
ble amount of good, nutritious beef and mut- 
ton for a given outlay of food and time. Since 
THe TRIBUNE called attention to the gross 
wastefulness of the old system a large number 
of newspapers have followed its example. The 
Cleveland Herald says on this subject: 
“If it ever comes down to genuine beef, nota 
carcass of fat, there is a show that the Devons 
will work themselves up to the point. Those 
who saw the beeves after dressing at Chicago 
would hardly select a roast or round from one 
of them; the fat was so great that there was a 
great waste in the purchased beef. We need a 
beef animal, someth like the hog of a few 
years since, a streak of lean and a streak of 
fat. The citizen does not want to buy tallow 
he cannot eat, but to get a good streak of lean 
he must buy the fat.“ 

The movement in the direction of the pro- 
duction of mutton and beet, tendenand juicy, 
yet free from masses of tallow, may be hastened 
by offering special premiums, valuable enough 
to be worth competing for, to breeders who 
shall at the fat-stock shows exhibit those 
sheep and beeves which, when stripped of all 
superfluous fat, shall show the greatest quanti- 
ty and most nutritious and palatable quality of 
flesh for the food and time given. It is not al- 
together unlikely that this would bring into 
greater prominence than they have ever en- 
joyed breeds of stock not now generally recog- 
nized as profitable meat-producing animals. 
Whatever else might come from this, the con- - 
sumer of meat would be tickled in taste and 
benefited in purse if not in health. 


Trichinew and Lightning. 
To Frank D. Hardy, of Chicago, belongs 
credit for suggesting an idea which is at least of 
interest to the curious if itis not of value to the 
world, and especially to the pork-producing 
part thereof. He argues that trichinw may be 
rendered instantly powerless to do harm by 
sending a current of electricity through the 
careass of the animal in which the parasite may 
be concealed. Trichinz astonished by a stroke 
of home-made lightning with meet a shocking 
death, and those who love to eat their meat raw 
as do the wild beasts will be able to do so with- 


out incurring the danger of having countless 
millions of little worms boring through and 


breeding their muscies. Thus the elec- 
trio force be brought to bear upon 
the cause of disease before man is 


brought under the iniluence of that cause, if 
the thing will work as the originator of the the- 
ory expects. Microscopists have been investi- 
gating for some time, and itis confidently ex- 
pected that within a reasonably short time the 
theory will become a demonstrated fact or will 
be thrown aside as baying no good foundation 
or real value.

The theory that triching may be headed off by 
electricity will doubtless suggest a new and tak- 
ing line of advertising to those enterprising gen- 
tlemen who devote their lives to furnishing to 
suffering humanity specific cures for all mala- 
dies. They will be able to show that all the ills 
that human flesh—and bone—is heir to arise 
from the presence of millions of microscopic 
parasites in the system, and that these parasites 
may be killed by sending through the sufferer 
acurrent of electricity. Thus any one who 
may be willing to be struck by lightning may 


not worth living. 


That veteran writer upon live-stock topics, 
A. B. Allen, says that horses which are bred 
on flat, soft, rich soils never grow the clear, 
tough hoof, ivory-like bones, and powerful 
muscles that do those which are reared on a 
dry and somewhat hilly region. This agrees 
with the observations of many breeders, and 
the fact may furnish a valuable hint to pur- 
chasers of horses. It is well known that the 
horse of the plains and the hills of the Far 
West has in the highest degree the good quali- 
ties of hoof, bone, and muscle mentioned. Any 
lack of size and symmetry which those horses 
may show can doubtless be ‘remedied by judi- 
cious breeding, retaining the good qualities al- 
ready possessed. 

F. M. Watrous gives in the Breeders’ Gazette 
an account of a grade Shorthérn cow which 
gave in six months 8,115 pounds of milk. She 
dropped her calf March 19; was fed dry feed 
with a little grass in April, and put on grass 
alone the ist of May. The greatest yield in 
one day was 59 pounds. The monthly yields 
were: April, 1,270 pounds; May, 1,664% 
pounds; June, 1,492 pounds; July, 1,451% 
pounds; August, 1,255 pounds; and September, 
982 pounds. Her owner thinks that if he had 
weighed her milk until sbe went dry in Janu- 
ary it would bave reached 10,000 pounds. It 
seems curious that most of the great milk and 
butter yields of Shorthorn cows are those of

A contributor to the Philadelphia Press has

_ New York, Feb. 2.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
The consequences of the unhallowed com- 
bination of capital to control the shipments of 
our large surplus stores of grain until famine 
should wring such exorbitant prices as would 
satisfy the greed of a band of reckless specula- 
tors in the necessaries of life, and enable them 
to take rank as millionaires among the success- 
ful“ operators of the day, are rapidly becom- 
ing more manifest, and the mischief wrought 
by stopping the needful supplies from our best 
customers is being rapidly developed. 

Great Britain, smarting under the pressure of 
the undue advantage taken of her necessities, 
at once cast her eyes in other directions for 
available sources of food supply for present as 


lus to a grain-growing industry in many parts 
of the Eastern World that otherwise might have 
lain dormant for many years to come; but under 
e circumstances it has been so rapid- 
ly developed as already to give a serious check 
to our agricultural exports, leaving our over- 
flowing. granaries awaiting relief from the slow 
and unwilling demand of foreign consumers, 


amount of traffic, and causing the great ocean 
carriers to suffer for the want of cargoes, ex- 
cept at ruinous rates of freight, and we may 
now look for the competition of Germany; Aus- 
tria, Russia, Australia, and India in the grain 
supply to the markets of Western Europe. All 
this has been brought about by the mischiev- 
ious greed of capital disturbing the natural 
channels of commerce in the distribution of 
our surplus when and where it was required. 
It is high time, therefore that we endeavor .to 
check this increasing competition while it is 
yet in its infancy. , 

The only way to meet this threatened inter- 
ference with our most vital interests is to dis- 
courage its growth by sending to those people 
who have hitherto looked to our surplus food 
for a supply to make up for their deficient pro- 
duction an abundant provision to satisfy their 
wants at as low a rate as it ean be procured 
from any other quarter. 

To do this effectually and promptly every- 
thing connected with its production and trans- 
portation to the consumer will have to be ar- 
ranged upon a basis to meet this competition 
successfully. The farmer must moderate his 
views of profit upon its production, transporta- . 
tion to the seaports will have to be cut down to 
bring the cost to a shipping point, the enor- 
mous exactions upon vessels entering our ports. 
to carry to foreign markets the agricultural] 
products which we have abundantly to spare 
and are anxious to dispose of should be largely 
cut down or entirely discontinued, tonnage 
dues should be made merely nominal, pilotage 
redu a reasonable limit, and ali our port 
expenses curtailed, every dollar of which af- 
fords additional pratection to our Eastern com- 
petitors by adding to the cost of delivering to 
the consumers of our products. 

Besides this, a more liberal policy will have 
to be inaugurated toward the great national 
families of the world with whom we 
desire to have the advantages of 
commercial intercourse. If we wish 
to sell we must have customers who have the 
ability to pay as well as the desire to purchase, 
and it is a great mistake for us by subsidized 
industries and a hot-house growth of pro- 
duction to shut out from our markets the 
products of nations whose natural and peculiar 
advantages in producing special articles of 
commerce are such as to render an attempt at 
competition undesirable. 

A fair exchange of commodities with all the 
civilized nations of the earth, based upon the 
skill and ability of each to produce, will lead 
to the highest point of prosperity, civilization, 

Unfortunately, our selfish warfare against 
the industries of foreign nations by a system 
of almost prohibitory duties upon nearty all 
the leading articles of commerce is beginning 
to produce a system of reprisals that will prove 
ruinous to commence as well as to the friendly 
relations which it is for the best interests of 
our count to foster.

PIERRE LAVROF F. 


The Man of Greatest Influence Among 
the Exiled Nihilists. 

Pall Mall Gazette; At the summit of the Rue 
St. Jacques, some miles away from the centre 
of gayety and fashion, and farther even than 
the extreme limits of the Quartier Latin, lives 
the man of all others whom the Russian Gov- 
ernment is most anxious to capture—Pierre 
Lavroff. Alone, and without even a servant to 
protect him, stands the man who exercises 
the greatest influence among the Nihil- 
ists that exile has scattered all over 
Europe. At once the memory of Fedora 
suggests the possibility of kidnaping; but 
then, and in spite of his gray hairs, Lavroff 
seems as strong as Bradlaugh, and if the Rus- 
sian secret police are not more expeditious 
than Inspector Denning and bis men, they 
could scarcely hope to remove so formidable 
an adversary down so many stairs, across so 
broad a yard, into so busy a street, 
witout attracting attention. The cheery 
voice, the cordial reception of the menaced 
exile soon drive away these passing thoughts, 
and we are at once admitted into the 
sanctum, a smali study, where the four walis 
are hid by long rows of books that reach to 
the ceiling. Here are collected the works of 
the best French, English, Russian, and otber 
authors on historical, anthropological, and sci- 
entific questions, not to mention miscellaneous 
books, piles of newspapers, and the confused 
and confusing litter of documents, reports, 
pamphlets, manuscripts, and other dusty, 
musty things that are so precious to the liter- 
ary man, though a good housekeeper would 
like to sweep them all into the dustbin.

THE SMOKE NUISANOE. 


A Practical Man Tells How to Abate 
It—Smokeless and How to 
Construct Them. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 8.—| Editor of The Tribune. — 
Noticing the many articles that appear from 
time to time in your paper in reference to the 
smoke nuisance, and particularly those of Feb. 
7, in which the writers seem disposed to be per 
sonal rather than the writer, har 
ing had a large experience in burn coals, - 
both hard and soft, in Europe and chip onan 
and having no interest ot any kind in smoke- 
less devices, and also not being in quest of a 
situation as engineer, desires to make a few 
statements in reference to smoke, steam-jets, 
3 hollow-bridge walls, boilers, ete. 

First, is there such a thing as a smokeless 
furnace, or, rather, is‘ there anything to make 
steam and avoid smoke? Yes. Hard coals: 
but hard coals converted into gas od 
to and burned in a furnace 
fittings are still better. 

Second, is it practical? No. On account of 
cost, manufacturers cannot afford to ute it. 
Why? Because of the cost of putting up ap- 
pliances te convert it into gas; and also for the 
reason that burning the hard cvais in an ordi- 
nary furnace will not make quick steam, and 
besides is too expensive. Then what shall we 
use? Soft coals? Yes. How will we avoid 
the smoke? Simple enough up todo per cent 
of it; the remaming 10 per cent will not hurt 
you or any one else. What shall we nee to 
avoid the smoke? A steam jet? No: not un- 
less you desire to take the chances of commit- 
ting murder. Why? Answer: Did you ever 
see a smithy temper the blade of an ax or the 
of adrill? No. How it done? First, 

by bringing them to a great heat and then 
plunging them into water to cool. What effect 
does that have an the iron or steel? It 
hardens or crystallizes it. Well, what 
bas the ax and drill story got to do with our. 
boilers? Simply this, that whenever 
water, or cold, or any liquid 
substance strikes the outside of your boi | 
it interferes with the uniform expansion 
them; and the Boiler Inspector who permits it 


should be held responsible for any loss of life 


that may occur from explosions whcre such 
devices are used. You may say that your 
boiler capacity is so great that there is not 
pressure enough to explode. That — 
of you; but how about your neighbors, 

have not the same capacity, or, having it, — 
use for it to its full capacity? 

Perforated or hollow-bridge walls dan- 
gerous also, as they interfere with the —— 
courstng of the heat current along the hork 
zontal plane or bottom of the boiler. 

Chimneys that have not sufficient draft ca- 
pacity, and on which a fan or blower has to 
be used to increase the draft, will smoke and 
waste fuel, no matter what device you use. 

You desire, of course, to be told how to con- 
struct both chimney and furnace. Have your 
chimneys built with ample draft for the 
amount of fuel you propose to use and 
steam desired. Then construct a furnace 
on the plan of a reverberatory 
with vertical air ducts. No part of 
furnace should be under the boiler. 
cost, perhaps, $275 to $300 
struct, and not cost to exceed $50 per 
keep in repair. Constructed on this 
will not smoke to do any injury, will not de- 
stroy your boilers, and will make mae steam 
for the same amount of fuel than any other. 

Any Boiler Inspector who understands his 
profession will tell you that the foregoing 
facts are true as far as they relate to boilers; 
and if Mr. Merki, Smoke Inspector, and the 
Citizens’ Committee can induce some one who 
has use for it to construct a furnace on the 
above plan they will have found what they — Sy 
looking fér—a furnace as near smokeless 
can be found safe to use. °

The E 
McAvoy Brewing Company are using soft-coal 
screenings, and they have certificates from 
Louis Merki, Smoke Inspector, for both their 
old and new brew-houses, stating that they are 
conforming strictly to the provisions of 
the smoke ordinance. Now, I am pre to 
show and convince any one who will call at our 
brewery that it is a very easy matter to con- - 
form to this ordinance. And I will further 


state that I wfll personally guarantee a saving 


of over 20 per cent to any one who is now using 
coal for making steam, also that the smoke 
ordinance will be lived up to, and that none but 
soft coal shall be used—provided they are will- 
ing to adopt a certain device that I may name. 

All the soft coal in Iilinois will be needed in 
time, and it can and will be used in our city in 
such a manner as will entirely do away with 
the smoke nuisance which has tor a hong 
time been tolerated here. If persons using 
steam were forced to use thracite coal at a 
much greater cost there wold be a chance for 
argument, but not only can the smoke be pre 
vented but a guarantee ofa saving of 20 per 
cent in the cost of making steam will be given 
by me, and I am prepared to give all the securi- 
ty to make good my guarantee that may be 
asked for. 

Since writing the above I have read the arti- 
cle in this morning’s TaisuNE regarding an in- 
terview with officers of the Citizens’ Associa- - 
tion, and they are represented as that 
there are twelve smoke —— = will con 
form to the ordinance. they 
reported, then they state what is not the fact, 
as more than one-half of them are first-class 
humbugs, and nearly every business-man in 
the city has been swindled more or less, and it 
is no wonder that they do not like to be forced 
into the use of any device.

What I mean by hav- 
ing no Objections is that it is my wish it should 
be done. You are to consider neither my- 
self nor my Wife are now in the way to do 
good Offices. In all other respects I recom- 
mend it to you and have no doubt of 
your observing the greatest Economy and Frugali- 
ty, as I suppose you know that 1 do not get a 
farthing for my Services here more than my er- 
penges. It becomes necessary therefore for me to 
be saving at home. I have no doubt of your using 
every endeavor to prevent the destruction of my 
House if any attempt should be made thereon by 
the men of war and their cutters, but I would have 
you run no hazards about it unless an opportunity 
presents of doing some damage to the enemy.

ALTOONA, CONVENTION OF '62. 
Gov. Andrews’ Own Statement of His 

Connection with That Famous Con- 

ference of Loyal Governors. | 

Boston Advertiser: The following interesting 
and spirited letter of Goy. Andrews, bearing on 
the famous Altoona Convention of loyal Gov- 
ernors in 1862, has just come to light in search- 
ing for material fora history of that conven- 
tion which is about to be written: 

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS, EXECU- 
TIVE DEPARTMENT, BosTON, Oct. 22, 1862.—To 
Daniel Henshaw. Esq., Bostom.—MY DEAR Sin: In 
reply to your note, which was received this even- 
ing, I have the honor to say that the loyal Govern- 
ors who met at Altoona the 24th of September last 
were called together by the joint invitation of the 
Governors of Ohio, Virginia, and Pennsylvania by 
telegrams of which the following are copies, and I 
annex also copies of my replies. 

The meeting was one which, whether as citizens 
And in the 
discharge of our duties, many of which, con- 
nected with the military service of the United 
States (whose Government relies wholly on the 
States for the raising and recruiting of the 
army), are difficult and complicated, it is easy to 
perceive how mutual consultation might be advan- 
tageous. It is even more easy to see how natural 
it was for the Governors of Ohio, Virginia, and 
Pennsyivania, at the time this invitation was is- 
sued, to feel the grave importance to their own 
States of lively and efficient support from every 
to tha cause. Nor do I suppose 
that any person has ever doubted the propriety of 
the conduct of the Governor of Massachusetts in 
joining in that consultation of Governors, except 
the very persons who were swift to observe and 
exclaim that his name did not appear with the 
names of many other Governors on à certain peti- 
tion to the President lest July. And had not the 
President's proclamation of freedom appeared as 
it did (just one day before our meeting), sadly dis- 
appointing certain gentlemen who bad rightly de- 
clared it a great merit and public duty to stand by 
the President, and had the Altoona Conference been 
held and its address published without my name 
or presence, I have no manner of doubt that 1 
should have felt tne heat of their burning indig- 
nation at my slowness to unite with the conserva- 
tive Governors who summognd us to Altoona, in 
helping to strengthen the arm of the President and 
to increase his disposable forte. As it was, those 
gentlemen were disturbed. They were cut off from 
making war on the President by their own recent 
avowals and deciarations. But it was desirable 
that somebody should be abused. I was the Re- 
publican candidate for re@lection;: I was a sup- 
porter of the President's proclamation and policy ; 
was the most convenient scapegoat—and so they 
took me. I believe Judge Parker indicted me be- 
fore his convention for causing the President's 
proclamation by going to Altoona the day after it 
was printed, and I presume Mr. —— introduced the 
supposed proof that 1 imagined the removal of 
Gen. MeClellan as evidence in support of Judge 
Parker's indictment. For, since Judge Parker 
seems to have reversed the order of cause and 
effect in the making of his allegation, I can see no 
way of supporting it. save by a similar muddle of 
logic and the confusion of truth with its opposit. 

And now, my dear sir, the sober truth is simply 
this: First, | read the President's proclamation in 
print the morning of the 23d with as much sur- 
prise as Judge Parker did, though perhaps with 
more pleasure. Second, I did not, either formally 
or informally, directly or indirectly, at any time, 
move or suggest that the Governors should inter- 
fere with the position of Maj.-Gen. McClellan, or 
any other officer of the army or navy. Nor do 1 
believe that any such motion was proposed by any 
one else. I heard none whatever concerning that 
or apy other General. But, if you ask how so great 
a blunder has been made, I can only reply that 


when people seek to make a point against their 


neighbors by a sort of eavesdropping, by attempt- 
ing to penetrate the private conversation of gen- 
tlemen, and to betray their confidential speech, 
great biundering, if not something worse, will al- 
ways be close at hand. They will usually contrive 
to report just what they hoped to hear. 

I have written this letter with some fullness and 
with entire freedom. Your venerable character 
and long devotion to the cause of good and just 
principles had a right to command me. But aow I 
beg leave to remark that I utterly deny the moral 
right of gentiemen to carry on political eontrover- 
sies by trying to penetrate private circles, and to 
promulgate private conversations which cannot af- 
fect the community unless made public. Second, 
that the gentleman in question need not have sent 
toathird person to find ont what I said at Al- 
toona. I could have told them myself if they had 
asked me. And they know me well enough to know 
lam accustomed to act openly, without disguise or 
conceulment, and, when convinced what I ought to 
do, without hesitation. 

In concluding, I cannot but regret the tendency 
to obtrude matter mainly persona! upon the atten- 
Itis the great cause of demo- 
cratic constitutional representative government 
which is now on trial. Not the cause of any man 
on earth. Weare contending for the very hopes 
of a future, for a grand and wonderful people, over 
whose fall angels might pause to weep. The inter- 
ests of no public man, civil or military, demand the 
thought of a loyal human being among us. And 
they weaken and belittie our moral position, while 
they tend to demoralize the public heart and mind, 
who attempt to hang the issue of National life on 
the sword of any leader. Wisdom will still live 
when all of this generation have gone under the 
dust, and the people, country, humanity will live 
when ali who are now counted great in peace or 


war will have been forgotten and lost even to his- 


tory.

ATTACEED BY A CATAMOUNT. 


Mr. C. D. Keeney’s Exciting Advent- 
ure Near Milford. 


Port Jervis, N. V., Feb. 5.—C. D. Keeney, 


traveling agent for a sewing-macbine company 
of New York City, hada thrilling adventure 
while driving through the woods near Milford, 
Pa., one day last week. He was on his way to 
that village, driving a somewhat spirited horse, 
attached to a low-bodied sleigh. The road he 
was traveling is a lonely one, with deep woods 
on each side. It is very narrow and crooked, 
some of the turns in it being extremely ab- 
rupt. He was four.miles from Milford, and it 
was n dark. As he drove around a sb arp 
turn in the road a large animal suddenly 
sprang at the horse from the roadside. The 
horse had seer the animal as it crouched in the 
edge of the woods, and, frightened, bound 
quickly forward and started on a run. The 
animal missed the horse and alighted with the 
claws of its fore feet on the buffalo-robe that 
lay across Keeney’s lap and hung there, glar- 
ing at Keeney and uttering low but 


growls. Keeney, from its appearance, knew 


that the animal was a catamount, and a large 
one, although he had never seen one before. 
Fortunately, his whip had a butt quite heavily 
loaded with lead, and he quickly drew 
it from the socket and beat the catamount 
over the head and compelled it to loosen 
its hold on the robe and fall back in the 
snow. The horse was running furiously away 
along the narrow and crooked road, threaten- 
ing the sleigh with destruction by collision with 
some one of the many rocks or stumps that 
lined each side of the way, but Keeney was not 
permitted to pay any attention to the horse,

The controversy that has sprung up in Lon- 
don with reference to the authenticity of Bar- 
_num’s “sacred white elephant could scarcely 
have been unexpected by the showman; he 
may even have desired it. White elepbants haye 
been for centuries considered by the nations of 
the West to be natural curiosities of the most 
wonderful description, while the inhabitants of 
the Rust have gone further and invested them 


ular mind omne ignotum pro magnifico, 
and hence the awe with which those 
who have never seen a white elephant 
have always regarded such a monstrosity. It 
has been, however, the fortune of the writer t6 
see the genuine sacred white elephants in the 
possession of the King of Burmah in his palace 
grounds at Mandalay, and, while I have my 
own opinion about their sacredness, I think 
them neither white nor wonderful. Indeed, 
I believe that many more albinos like them 
could without much trouble be found in the 
jungles of the Anamalee Hills, near Travan- 
core, in the wild Terai of Nepaul, in the forests 
surrounding Adam's Peak in Ceylon, in those 
that spread throughout Siam and the Malay 
Peninsula, and among the hills, rayines, and 
jungies that abound in Assam and the Shan 
States of Independent Burmah. . 

I am aware that several old travelers in 
Burmah and Siam have accepted the stories 
about the purity of the so-called white ele- 
phants with great gravity, but it is questionable 
whether they ever saw any of them for them- 
selves. Thus Ralph Fitch, a very adventurous 
Englishman, visited Pegu (which is now the 
territory comprised within the Deltas of the 
Irrawaddy and the Sitang Rivers, and lately 
captured by the British from the native Bur- 
mese Government) somewhere about 1582, and 
in the narrative of his wanderings gave a 
quaint description of the King’s sacred white 
elephant; but he evidently wrote from what he 
had been told by the Burmese themselves, who, 
of course, believed thoroughly in the existence 
and holiness of such animals. In the last 
century Father Sangermano, a Jesuit mission- 
ary, visited Burmah, and of course wrote a 
book, in which a chapter was de- 
voted to white elephants. He also, how- 
ever, had to write from hearsay. He describes 
how one of these beasts was caught in the 
forests by a gang of royal hunters and con- 
veyed to Upper Burmah with great pomp. He 
was not bound by ordinary Manilla ropes— 


majesty—but he was carefully secured by 
silken scarlet ropes and led to Amarapura 
(then the Capital), with gold and white um- 
brellas carried over him to protect him from 
the sun, while pails of water were continually 
dashed over him to protect his hide from the 
attacks of musquitoes. 

One of the few American travelers who hdye 
ever had the good fortune, or whatever also 
it may be called, to gaze upon the sacred ele- 
phants of Mandalay is Frank Vincent Jr., 
who crawled before the late King Menlongf a 
few years ago and had a rather uusatisfactory 
interview with the “owner of many 
golden umbrellas.“ Mr. Vincent found two 
white elephants—probably the same I saw— 
and his description of them coincides in a gen- 
eral way with my own experience. 
male, he says, is ofa medium white, with 
white eyes, and forehead and ears spotted 
white, appearing as if they had been pumice- 
stoned and sand-papered, remainder of 
the body was as black as coal.” The female 
elephant he found to have similar character- 
istics and to be much smaller. Mr. Vincent 
afterwards proceeded to Bankok, the ital of 
Siam, where he saw more sacred white ele- 
phants, but I believe he is mistaken in consid- 
ering these to be sacred in the sense in which 
they are considered sacred in Independent 
Burmah. Although the white elephant painted 
on a red ground is the device of the Siamese 
national flag, I am nut aware that either the King 
or his subjects attribute divine qualities to the 
beast. Indeed, it is only a few weeks since that 
the Siamese Embassador in London wrote toa 
prominent journal, with reference to the talk 
of Barnum’s agents about sacred white ele- 
phants in Siam and Burmah, that there are 
no sacred white elephants in Siam. Once 
upon atimea traveler in the Northerh Seas 
headed one of the chapters of his book, ** Snakes 
in Iceland,” and immediately afterwards dis- 
missed the subject with the curt remark, 
“There are no snakes in Iceland.“ A similar 
concise dissertation might be written by Mr. 
Barnum about sacred elephants in Siam. Other 
authorities have a to 23 that there are 
in existence no white Lf 
Bowring, a care 0 1 
the Bankok white elephant, “It is not 
white or anything like it; it is like 
burnt-coffee.” Lieut.-Col. Fytche, in

will tell you how it was that Icame to see 
the present sacred elephants of the King of 
Upper Burmah. Theebaw had just mounted 
the throne and signalized his accession by bar- 
barities which shocked the world. On the 
Turk’s principle that he ean bear no brother 
near his throne,” Theebaw collected every 
male and female relative his soldiers could 
lay hands upon, and in mockery arranged them 
in front of the Hall of Justice.“ The execu- 
tioners took the Princes first and clubbed thein 
across the neck until their vertebrw were dis- 
located and they were dead. Then they untied 
the long raven-black hair of the Princesses, 
threw away the pretty roses and jasmine that 
had been twined among it, and pulled their 
heads back until clear and swinging blows with 
bludgeons across their throats were possibie. 
In this way, within afew minutes, nearly a 
hundred men and women were wmur- 
dered, and their bodies were red 
together and thrown into a deep well. This 
singular mode of execution, clubbing the men 
across the neck and the females upon the 
throat, is adopted only with members of the 
royal family, whose blood dare not be shed. 
The common people may be executed in any 
manner, either by. crucifixion, beheading, or 
disembowelment; and itis a poor choice any 
way. Well, I hastened from India to Rangoon 
in order to be present on the scene in the 
event of hostilities breaking out between King 
Theebaw and the British. It was a weary 400- 
mile sail up the Irrawaddy, which glistened 
and flamed in the intense sunlight until it was a 
relief to shut the eyes. But at last I reached 
Mandalay, sick and disgusted with the heat, 
but buoyed up with the expectation of seeing 
one of the strangest cities in all the East. 

Between the city and the steep banks of the 
Irrawaddy there is a distance of three miles, 
intersected by back-water lagoons of a very 
malarious description. Without any further 
adventure than being stopped by Buddhist 
ponghees (pronounced poonghees), who 
threatened me both by word and gesture, I 
gained the main street of 
City of Mandalay.

THE KING'S PALACE. 

Arrayed in one of Mr. Sutherland’s loose cot- 
ton suits, a mishroom-shaped pith sun-hat, and 
a pair of swashbuckling-looking top-boots I 
looked like a veritable teak merchant from the 
jungies. Teak merchants are seldom unwel- 
‘come at the palace, 
enormous 
siderable the royal rev- 
enues. Signor Andreino said I. would 
get through all right if I only held my 
tongue; he would do all the talking with the 
guards. Wemarched along the sideof the 
lotus moat until we came to a high gate on 
the southern face of the wall. Here we crossed 
adrawbridge and stood before another gate. 
We were challenged by two Burmese guards, 
naked to the waist, smoking cheroots like walk- 
ing sticks, and armed with dahs. (The dah isa 
long, heavy-backed knife, and is the national 
weapon of Burmah. The people do everythi 
with it, from cutting wood and chopping f 
to giving the quietus to an enemy.) A word 
from Andreino and we passed. The city was 
divided neatly into parallelograms; the roads 
were very clean; and trees and flowers were 
numerous, It is further partitioned by 
six alternate stone walls and bamboo stockades, 
intended of course for purposes of fortifica- 
tion. We had to pass through a guarded 
wicket at each of these gates, but the soldiers 
did not molest us. At last we were stopped b 
a high sand-stone wall, the little door in whic 
was guarded by a dozen or more soldiers who 
were actually wearing uniforms. Some wore 
blue-cotton trousers and red coats, some red 
trousers and blue coats, and one or two sported 
tight-fitting pea-green trousers with a yellow 
stripe down the sides. All wore black helmets 
with a brass tiger badge in front. One or two 
carried muskets that would have been consid- 
ered ancient in the days of the War of Inde- 
pendence; the remainder strutted up and 


down with cheroots in their mouths and their 


daks upon their shoulders. One of 
them challenged us rudely, push- 
ing me against the Signor, whose 
feet I must have tredden upon, for he took one 


foot in his hand and hop about, swearing all 
the time in Burmese. Now, the Burmese have 
the greatest faculty of humorous appreciation, 
‘Let one of them see anything that strikes him 
as ludicrous and he will just hold his fat sides 
and go into fits of laughter. It was no wonder, 
therefore, that the antics of my Italian friend 
set all the guards in high good humor, and 
after a few words of explanation the door was 
slowly opened and we stepped through it, 
What a wondrous spectacie met oi: eyes! 
Here we were in an enormous courtyard, 
which was being crossed and recrossed by a 


umbrellas carried above them by a dozen 
of natives, some stalking solemniy be- 
neath the shade of scarlet umbrellas, but 
none with white or golden umbrellas, because 
these belongto the King and the white ele- 
phant, and it would be death for any one be- 
neath thie dignity of royalty to use them. In- 
terlacing with this web of variegated lite were 
the yellow robes of apathetic monks and the 
red uniforms of soldiers of the royal guard. 
Before us stood a high many-roofed building 
painted all the colors of the rainbow and cov- 
ered with fantastic carving. Two gigantic 
white stone dragons or ** beloos sat in guard 
at the foot of the broad front steps, upon which 
streams of Burmese were continually ascend- 
ing and descending. This building was the 
Hlat-dan or Supreme Hall of Justice. war Se 
it stood another richly-carved and colo 
building, the Hall of Audience, and all 
around, even to the farthest limits of 
this great esplanade, there were large wooden 
buildings, each of which was a belong- 
ing to some member of the royal family or high 
official. Towards the left centre there was a 
high wall, above which rose a grove of palms, 
and banyan and peepul trees. It was amid 
those that King Theebaw’s palace stood em- 
bowered, and into-which no one but the King, 
his wives, or his immediate servants ever dare 
enter. I may remark that small brass cannon 
stood in front of all the principal edifices. 


HIS MAJESTY THE SACRED BEAST. 
o * Do you see,” said Signor Andreino, point- 
ing to our immediate left, that high building 
with the soldiers guarding the doorway? Well, 
that is the Pal of the Sacred White Elephant 
of the Lord of the Golden Umbrellas.” 
As we strolled towards it he told 
mary strange particulars about the beast. It 
is entitled to all the honors paid to the King— 
that is to say, may have white or golden um- 
brellas, as many roofs on its palace as the royal 
palace, and a revenue capable of upholding it 
in regal splendor. For its exclusive support 
one large province is assigned, and in the ver- 
nacular this fact is expressed graphically by 
the phrase, The country for the white ele- 
phant to cat.“ The misery which is thrust upon 
the province which this monster has to eat 
is incalculable. The ryots are taxed down to 
the uttermost farthing, and when they cannot 
pay money the produce of their lands is seized. 
Of course much of the money thus collected 
goes into the pockets of the officials who are 
appointed by royal decree to collect it; 
and as a rule Burmese officials have 
the unrelenting rapacity of ouls. At 
last here we stand at the great archway of the 
Elephant’s Palace, and are gazing into what ap- 
pears to be a long, broad, and lofty shed. 
When our eyes get accustomed to the semi- 
gloom we perceive some gigantic body moving 
in the centre-of the gloom with human figures 
flitting around it. The guards place their dahs 
before us to prevent us entering, but a joke 
from the Signor, an expianation that we are 
there on great palace business, induces the 
guardians to fall aside and leave us free to en- 
ter. They squat down on their hips in corners, 
smoke their everiasting cheroots. and com- 
mence to chatter as if we were not in exis- 
tence. Looking around I see silver and golden 
vessels of great size scattered on the floor and 
piled against the walls; great banners hanging 
from the rafters; stacks of gold umbrellas, each 
at least twenty feet high, and with a pole like the 
mast ofa lake schooner, are ranged agaiust 
the walls; and from the roof there droops a 
white umbrella with a circumference enough 
to completely cover the beast that stands. be- 
neath it. Needless to that the beast is the 
theme of Burmese 
poets, the cause of wars, and one of the won- 
ders of the world of human superstition, gulli- 
bility, and romance.

JUSTICE HARLAN. 

The Facts Concerning His Resigna- 
tion from the Army—An Error Cor- 
rected. 

National Republican; Since the dissenting 

opinion of Justice Harlan, of the United States 
Supreme Court, was rendereg in the civil-rights 
case several newspapers have printed the state- 
ment that he resigned his commission in the 
army during the Civil War because of President 
Lincoln’s proclamation of emancipation. The 
manifest purpose of this was to belittle and 
diminish the force of the opinion by making it 
appear that it came from one who had preferred 
the cause of slavery to the cause of the Union. 
This, although untrue, seemed of importance 
enough to be truly answered. Accordingly, 
the Republican made inquiry concerning it of 
Justice Harlan himself. His response was that 
‘his letter of resignation from the army, on the 
files of the War Department, is its own best 
answer to the statement referred to, as it clear- 
Yes- 
terday we obtained this document, duly authen- 
ticated by the Adjutant-General, and it is given 
below as a complete refutation of the injurious 
tale put in circulation for a sinister purpose: 
LAVERGE, Tenn., March 2, 1863.—Brig.-Gen. . 
Garfleld, Chief of Sta, Army of the Cumberland, 
Mur „ Tenn.—GEeNERAL: I hereb 
tender my resignation as Colonel of the Ten 
Kentucky Volunteer Infantry. 
Iam not indebted to the Government of the 
United States, nor have I Government 
property inmy possession. I have not been 
absent any time without leave, nor are there 
any charges against me which can affect my 
pay. I have been paid to Jan. 1, 1863. 
Itis due to my superior officers—to those 
with whom I N entered tho service, and 
to the cause in which we have alike labored 
for nearly sixteen months—that I should state 
explicity the reasons which have induced me 
to take this step. 
The recent sudden death of my father has 
devolved upon me duties of a private nature 
which I cannot with propriety neglect, and 
which the exigencies of the pu service do 
not require that I shall neglect. Those duties 
relate to his unsettled business, which demands 
my immediate persona! attention. 

I deeply regret that Iam compelled at this 

time to return to civil life. It was my fixed

If, therefore, I am permitted to retire from 

the army, I beg the Commanding General to 

feel assured that it is from no want of confi- 
dence either in the justice or the ultimate tri- 
umph of the Union cause. That cause will al- 
ways have the warmest sympathies of my heart,. 
for there are no conditions upon which I will 
consent toa dissolution of the Union. Nor are 
there any conditions consistent with a repub- 
lican form of government which I am not pre- 
pared to make in order to maintain and per- 
petuate that Union. I have the honor to be,

Why is Business Depressed ? 

CHICAGO, Feb. 8.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
The time is fast approaching when many who 
now favor the protective principle will from 
necessity change their yiews. It is hard fora 
man to realize the truth when bis interests, 
real or supposed, stand in the way. The 
logic of results is the only logic that 
ean bring him to adifferent mind. To the 
protected manufacturer the advocate of tariff 
reduction seems an enemy. But he is not so— 
he is a friend! Every true man desires to see 
‘his country in a flourishing state and he cannot 
be ho@tile to any means that are essential. 

The opinions of men will always differ! We 
differ because we do not know what is best; 
we fight each other in the dark. The protec- 
tionist looks upon the free-trader as one who 
would rob him of his rights—as a Nihilist, who 
who would destroy the very foundations of the 
Government. It is an egregious error! The 
protection of American industry is a grand 
principle if it can be made equa! and universal. 
Hut the protection of one class at the expense 
of other classes is an unsound principle—a 
rank injustice! It is difficult ‘to see how an 
honest mind. can come to any other con- 
clusion. Such “protection” is destruction! 
Whiie a few monopolists gather to themselves 
great riches the small industries of the coun- 
try are crusbed and ruined and a stable condi- 
tion of business is impossible. There is either 
a brief and fictitious boom or à long and disas- 
trous depression. 

Protection“ always must end in overpro- 

dyction—nothing can be more certain! Any 
business that by legislation is made unusually 
profitable must at last be overdone. Who can 
deny this? Capital will be withdrawn from 
other occupations that are less profitable, and 
at length the protected industry will languish, 
profits will decline, failures occur, and great 
numbers of laborérs be thrown out of employ- 
ment. Then we shall hear a fierce ery for more 
protection, which, if it shall be granted, will 
only bring about a more terrible collapse. 
We have only to look about us to see an ex- 
emplification of this. Have our manu rers 
been prospering du the last year Cer- 
tainly not. Yet they have had a good deal of 
* but protection has ceased to 
protect them. A ruinous competition has 
wasted their profits; production, unnaturally 
fostered, has caused more goods to be pro- 
duced than the country can consume. A gen- 
eral decline in prices has therefore unavoid- 
ably set in. We have been manufacturing the 
protected“ classes of goods in larger quantity 
than the limited market could, absorb. To 
every unprejudiced mind this m be clear. 

By our hotbed policy of protection we have 
net promoted, but have injured, the manufact- 
uring interests of the country. We have caused 
more capital to be invested in special lines of 
industry than could with stability be profitably 


employed. Sagacious protectionists are 
beginning to see this, and to realize the 
principle they advocate may be to 


dangerous extreme. > 

The question soon will be, Shajl our manu- 
facturers be restricted to the market of a sin- 
gle country (which experience has shown may 
be glutted), or shall the markets of the worid 
be freeiy open to whatever our skilland capi- 
tal can produce? This is a question the seri- 
ousness Of which none can dispute, It is a 
problem that should be examined with candor, 
for upon its solution vast consequences de- 
pend. It is a matter for the people and not for 
political schemers to settle. It is a simple 
question of truth, of what is best for the coun- 
try—a question for reason and not passion to 
solve.

. TRAPPINGIA GRIZZLY. 


How It Is Done, and Wheat the Bear 
Does After Being Trapped. 

Forest and Stream: Trapping a grizzly has 

its perils and excitements also. The trap em- 


ployed is one of the double-spring pattern, with 
steel jaws, and weighs complete thirty-eight 
pounds. The springs are very powerful, and 
have to be bent with levers. It is quite an art 
to set and place a trap cunningly, and trappers 
vary in their methods and are chary of explain- 
ing them. I will then pass this branch of 
the subject. Let us suppose, therefore, 
that the hunter has made his camp in a neigh- 
borhood redolent of grizzlies, and that he 
has his traps set in a likely place for bear. At 
the end of the trap-chain is a ring above five 
inches in diameter, and this is driven about half 
a foot over the end of a heavy stick or log five 
inches through and six or eight feet long. The 
object of this clog,’’ as it is called, is to make 
a trail which can be readily followed and to 
hamper the bear sufficiently to prevent his going 
to a great distance away before the hunter can 
arrive. Great care must be taken that the chain 
be fastened to the extreme end of clog in 
such a way that it cannot get across two trees, 
and so give the brute a chance to use his enor- 
mous strength to tear himself loose. Neither 
must the clog be too large and heavy, or the same 
result will follow. It may be accepted as a maxim 
that a grizzly caught in such a trap will event- 
ually get loose. and ordinarily ina few hours. 
He is generally caught by the extremity of the 
forepaw, just above the claws; the hold on him 
is not very great; his exertions to get away are 
tremendous, and result in so cutting and lacer- 
ating the foot that sooner or later he will tear 
out of the trap altogether. Two grizzlies that 
I caught got away; one, who was probably 
taken by the claws alone, leaving some bairs 
only to tell the tale, the other lea a small 
jiece of his foot behind as a souvenir. Many 
all but torn themselves loose; in one case 
the foot was almost cut through, and only a 
small piece of skin the thickness of @ man’s 
littie finger remained to hold the terribly in- 
furiated monster to the much detested clog. 

The traps are set far back in dense and 
gloomy forests near the tangled swamps, where 
grizzlies love to make their lair. The ground 
is covered with fallen timber, and travel must 
be afoot and is slow and difficult. The bear on 
being caught starts off on a tremendous rush 
for the swamp which is close by. Here he 
catches on a rotten log for a sécond and plows 
a path through wide enough for a cart; there 
he hangs on two fallen trees fifty feet long, but 
‘he hangs for an instant only, moves the great 
trees to one side and rushes on. Next he 
strikes against a tree, and in bis rage turns and 
eats the whole side out of it, leaving the fresh 
white pine red with bloodstains from his 
gums. Now he reaches the swamp and plunges 
deep into its recesses, venting his rage on 
the balsams and poplars, absolutely chewing 
down saplings and even gnawing them into 
lengths like stove-wood. All this time he is 
slowly but surely tearing his foot loose from 
the trap, and surely but not slowly is be work- 
ing himself up into the most tremendous de- 
gree of rage and ferocity. 

When you have thus trapped a 1,000-pound 
grizzly you have not caught a bear; you have 
simply caught the devil incarnate! Indeed, the 
question sometimes is not whether

Gusset, Seam, and Band — How the 
Sewing-Girls Live on Starvation 
Wages — Food and Fuel in Small 
Quantities and at Bankrupt Prices. 
Please sit down, and I will answer any 

questions you wish to ask me; but you will ex- 

cuse me if I keep on with my work. I must 
have these done by 3 o’clock or I cannot get 
my pay this week, and I can hardly afford to 
wait a week for that.“ said a pale, wan woman 
in the top room of one of the largest tenement- 
houses in the city, and it might be said, too, 
one of the poorest ones. While resolv- 
ing mentaliy the most pertinent ques- 


ture. There was no carpet, and the cold wind 
penetrated the room. 

“Oh, 1 am finishing these shirts. I don't 
make them entirely. Tncre are many women 
who take shirts this way to finish, perhaps in 
all somewhere near two hundred. For these Iget 
seven cents a dosen; for some I receive nine and 
for others 10 cents a dozen. On these I put four 
stays each, or gussets§ as some call them, three 
buttons, and one ticket. On the nine-cent 
ones I put the same number of stays and five 
buttons and & ticket; on the 10-cent ones I 
must sew eight buttolis, and sew them stronger, 
and the same numbe of stays and ticket. 

' “So for seven cen: you sew in f 

stays, thirty-six buttons, and twelve cards; for 

nine cents you put forty-eight stays, sixty but- 

e e twelve cards, and for 10 cents you 
stays, n ix bu 

“Oh, no; somet Imake women's calico 
sacgues, for which I get 60 cents a dozen. 
Those I make on a machine. I have one, which 
I hire out for 25 cents a week when I have no 
machine work. I prefer machine work, for 
somehow it does not seem as if I were working 
so hard then, and, besides, it isn’t so injurious 
to my eyes, which are growing quite feebie. I 
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ve five cents apiece, or 60 cents a dozen. 
~ * indeed, there are other branches of 
female labor quite as extravagantly remuner- 
ated. For instance, the woman who roofs 
with me gets 45 cents a dozen for men's 
drawers. She sews three seams in each pair, 
pats ona waistband double-stitched, a hem at 
the bottom, and sews on tapes, puts in eyclets 
at the band and ties a tape in or puts on a 
buckle and straps, works two button-holes and 
sews on two buttons. They find the material 
and She could hardly afford that, you 
see. She can make about thfee dozen in two 
days by working nights. Men, when their but- 
tons fall off, would perhaps not feel so impa- 
tient if they knew that one stitch more on each 
would cost the worker a loaf of bread cach 
week. 

One of the women on this floor work s at fin- 
ishing men’s trousers. She gets 12 cents a pair. 
To finish them she puts in buckram, hems 
them, fells a waistband on each pair, and fin- 
ishes off four pockets and sews twelve buttons. 
This must all be done by hand, and an experi- 
enced person can finish from twelve to sixteen 
pairs a week. 

„Another one makes linen dusters, for which 

she gets eight cents apiece. The smartest 
worker with a machine cannot finish more than 
three a day. Her room-mate gets 30 cents a 
dozen for making woolen overshirts with col- 
lars, bands, and bosoms. With all ber strength 
and industry she cannot finish more than one 
dozen per day. A widow who hires bed-space 
with them earns 30 to 35 cents a day making 
button-holes. Button-hole machines are very 
high, and it will be long before machine-made 
button-holes will supersede the work of h.uas. 
You think these are starvation prices, but 
worse than this is the price paid for making 
women's cloaks. 
“IT knowa woman who makes them—and 
nicely, too—who only 0 for eighteen, 
finished and ready for sale. You would like to 
know how we all live on such sums? It is a 
problem, but we do, after a fashion, as ydu 
see. I havea friend who rooms with me, and 
together we pay 80 a month for this room. 
Nearly all of us have to room with one or more 
other women to be able to make ends meet. 
Many women who work at these peculiar in- 
dustries have families, and generally one or 
more of them earns something, which of course 
helps along. Those who work like I do must 
devote their entire energy to it and cannot 
spare time to clean and scrub or scarcely cook 
their food. We have to buy our tood in the 
very smallest quantities and our coal by the 
bucket, and we pay for it at the rate of about 
$14 a ton. 

As to the —well, I think if Van- 
derbilt had to pay for all the food used in his 
house at the same ruinous rates he would be 
bankrupt ina year, forthe smaller you sub- 
divide the articles the more they seem to cost. 
For instance, a pound of oatmeal is six cents, 
a half-pound costs you four; a pint of beans is 
eight cents, while a whole quart costs 12. 

„What do we eat? O dear, not very much— 
not enough to give one the gout, I assure you. 
I earn $2.40 a*week, and the rent of my machine 
brings it up to $2.65. Out of this I pay 75 cents 
for rent and 40 cents for coal and wood, which 
leaves me $1.50 for food, clothes, medicine, car- 
fare, theatre tickets, anda box at the opera. 
Seriously, though, I buy a quarter of a pound 


of tea, a half-pound of sugar, one pound oat- 
meal, one pint of beans, two 10-cent loaves of 


bread, one soupbone, and perhaps it costs a 
couple of cents a week for salt, pepper, and 
herbs for my soup. I buy a quarter ot a pound 
of butter a week, and sometimes I get a little 
milk for my tea. The thi I have enumer- 
ated generally form my bill of fare for a week. 
J take tea and bread for breakfast, and have 
beef-soup two days from one bone and soup 
two days from the beans. I have tea and bread 
for supper. I forgot to say that I buy half a 
pound of liver for Sunday, and half a pound of 
bacon some other day. Once in a while I 
buy a quart of potatoes, 
in place of the liver. The oatmeal, I forgot to 
mention, I cook and eat cold for breakfast, for 
I cannot work Hurd all day without something 
more nourishing than tea and bread. I spend 
about $1.25 for food and it costs me four cents 
a week for kerosene. I must save and pinch 
very closely to be able to buy shoes and clothes. 
Only that I had some I don't know what I 
should do. I don’t know how the other women 
get along. Sometimes four and even six club 
together and pay room-rent, and they say they 
find it costs less for food; but I am not sure 
about that. I never waste a particle of food, 
and I think if I had it 1 could even eat more 
1 doubt if they get it cheaper 


I do. 

“It is indeed a hard life. You will find 
among those who do what is called slop-work’ 
more decayed gentlewomen than those who 
have been born to poverty, for those who were 
born of poor parents are generally put to learn 
trades, which, though none too well paid, still 
afford a better living. Those who were never 
obiiged to learn a trade in youth, when reverses 
came are only able to do such work as this. 
You may be sure that I tried to do better, yet 
you see me here, glad when I have health and 
work. One of the greatest trials of this kind 
of a life is that one is almost obliged to live 
in dirt, for the woman who works for her 
very bread must not leave that work for a min- 
ute. Sunday I generally employ in cleaning up 
my room, mending my clothes and those of a 
poor woman two fights down, who washes mine 
in exchange. I don’t go to church. The wash- 
erwougn I mention earus a dollar and a half a 
day folr days in the week, besides which she 


gets many little presents from the people where 


she works and her meals. She is strong and 
woll. I wish I could do washing. 

Did I ever try for any other work but this? 

“For one year I tried to get a position as 
governess, housekeeper, copyist in A store, and 
received only insult for my advertisements. I 
then began answering advertisements, as my 
money was all gone. I still found no honest 
position. I don’t say honorable, for I only 
asked for honest employment. I was too old 
for a salesiady,’ too unattractive to draw cus- 
tom, and too particular I was told on two 
occasions when | sought employment as house- 
keeper, and asked the men about their families 
and refused to go in the capacity they offered. 
I have been a book agent, and prefer this lite. 
Oh, it was not without a long, hard fight 
against fate that I drifted into this 
slave's life, and worse, for slaves at least had 


tood and shelter and care when sick; but here 


Il am, and I only form one out of an army who 
work as 1 do. I don't complain. I ought to be 
content, for I am a capitalist in a small way, as 
Il own a sewing-mathine. A firm for whom 1 
worked at making men’s underwear sold it to 
me on installments, to be paid for in work. It 
was a second-hand machine, and I worked for 
it and paid $45. Jt kept me bound to them for 

a years, to Carn my bread and pay for that. 

Now I must go on with my work and claim 
my princely salary.
